— The President is pleased to award the 
President's Police and Fire Services Medal for gallantry to 
the undermentioned officer of the Goa Police : — 

Name of the officer and rank. 

Shri Jiwa Ram Patil, 

Armed Police Constable Driver, 

State Reserve Police Force Group II, 

Panjim, Goa. 

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awda-ded. 

During the operations in Goa on the 18th December 1961, 
Shrl Jiwa Ram Patil was employed as a driver of one of the 
Jeeps of a Company of the State Reserve Police Force which 
was to follow the 4th Rajputs and be in support from the 
Rarwar Sector. These forces met with an obstruction at 
the Ardaphonda Bridge which had been blown up by the 
Portuguese who kept our positions under heavy mortar and 
other fire. Tlie diversions along which our forces had to 
advance were heavily mined and in trying to negotiate them 
an Army jeep was blown up. Undeterred by the dangers of 
the situation, Shri Jiwa Ram Patil moved tils jeep forward 
through the mined diversions thus giving a safe lead to opr 
forces. 

Shri Jiwa Ram Patil showed conspicuous courage and great 
devotion to duty in the face of enemy fire. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of 
the rules governing the award of the President’s Police and 
Fire Services Medal and consequently carries with it the 
special allowance adrnissible under rule 5, with effect from the 
18th December 1961. 

No, 83-Pr^5./63. — The President is pleased to award the 
Police Medal for gallantry to the undermentioned offlecr of 
the Gujarat Police : —

Shri Chinubhai Ashabhai Shah, 

Sub-Inspectoi of Police, 

Panchmahals District, Gujarat. 

Statement of sejwices for yvhich the decoration has been 
awdrded. 

Shri Chinubhai Ashabhai Shah was deputed In August 
1962, along with a Section of the State Reserve Police Force 
Group I, Baroda, to apprehend two notorious dacoits Man- 
sing and his brother Savji whose gangs had been terroriring 
the Panchmahals District for several years. 

On the 26th August 1962, Shri Shah set up his camp a 
few miles from Village Sajora, the home of the dacoits; and 
by winning the confidence of the villagers was able to 
'apprehend Mansing on the 9th September 1962. 

On the 3rd October information was received that Savji 
would visit his house that night. After dusk, Shri Shah with 
a member of the State Reserve Police Force and a trusted 
informant, hid in Savji’s house. At about 9.30 p.m., Savji, 
armed with 'a shotgun, came to his house and chatted with 
his brother Masura who was lying on the verandah, Savji 
sent Masnra into the house to bring food, but when the 
cattle tethered in the house made a noise, Savji became sus- 
picious and left the verandah asking Masura whether there 
was anyone inside the house. Realising that Savji might 
leave the house, Shri Shah, despite the risk of being shot, 
rushed out and called on Savji to surrender. Savji fired at 
Shri Shah who promptly returned the fire with his revolver 
wounding the dacoit. Shri Shah then caught hold of him 
and put him under arrest. A DBBL shotgun, with one dis- 
charged and one live cartridge in the breech and 15 rounds of 
ammunition were seized from the dacoit. 

In these operations against two notorious dacoits Shri 
Chinubhai Ashabhai Shah showed commendable zeal, initia- 
tive and courage of a high order.

On the 26th March 1963, a serious fire broke out In the 
Muslim Mohalla at Murbad in the Thana District. Fanned 
by a strong breeze the inflaijimable building material was 
soon alight and in a few moments a wide area was ablaze. 
Rescue operations were immediately started by the Police, 

While the fire fighting and rescue work were in progress, 
it was noticed that an infant aged li years had been left in 
a swing in the burning house of one Shri Sadashlv Haribhau 
Alshl who was out at the time. No one on the spot dared 
enter the blazing building to rescue the child. On hearing 
this Police Constable M. A. Chandurkar who was helping in 
the fire fighting immediately drenched himself with water to 
minimise the risk of his clothes catching fire and rushed 
through the flames into the burning house and at ^cat per- 
sonal risk brought out the child. In doing this Ponce Cons- 
table Chandurkar received burns and was almost overcome 
by the smoke and fumes. On coming out ho fainted. 

Police Constable Chandurkar exhibited conspicuous gallan- 
try and devotion to duty at the risk of his own life.

On the 26th March 1963, a serious fire broke out In the 
Muslim Mohalla at Murbad In Thana District Fanned by 
a strong breeze the inflammable building material was soon 
alight and in a few moments a wide area was ablaze. 
Rescue operations were immediately started by the Police, 

While the fire fighting and rescue work were In progress, 
it Was noticed that a child had been trapped in a burning 
house of one Malu Rama Late who was away when hla 
house had caught fire. His wife had managed to rescue her 
elder children, aged 7, 5 and 3 years but was unable to bring 
out her youngest daughfpr aged 2 years. The father of the 
child rushed to his house when he came to know about the 
fire but no one dared enter the burning house to save the 
child. Armed Police Constable S. S. Tawade who was near- 
by, regardless of the danger to himself, Immediately rushed 
Inside the house through the flames and rescued the child. 

Constable Tawade exhibited gallantry and devotion to duty 
of a high order in utter disregard of his own safety in saving 
the child. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of 
the rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse- 
quently carries with it the special allowance admissible under 
rule 5, with effect from the 26th March 1963.
